very unenviable position. "TracinL; tho 
matter back to 1881," as the Standard 
says. wo' find that that journal was the 
most persistent villifier andliboUor of tho 
indgnificont Datural canal that extends 
from A'ictoria to Fraaor mouth. 11 e pub- 
lished article aftur articlo to represent 
the navigation as "perilous," "uuaafo," 
•'boi3tcroua" and "stormy," and went so 
fur on ono occasion as to say that a stern- 
wheeler in crossiiig the gulf was in dang- 
ar of breaking in two. Wheu an effort 
was made to stop the Western Slope from 
crossing the gulf, the ^i<<mc/urd applauded 
tho efi'ort; and in several other w,\y» 
showed itself a ferocious enemy of the 
Through to Yalo service. Tho imblic ia 
not surprised to find tho urgan try- 
ing to justify tho conduct of the ngeut of 
marine and fishoriea in coudemnini^ the 
R. P. Rithet and forwarding a report 
which has drawn forth the order that 
prohibits a continuance of her tri|8. In 
iho course of his white-washing article 
the iStandard says that a "midship sec- 
tion was forwarded lo lUtawa," and that 
it "shows that tho boat draw,-* 3 feet, and 
that her total height above the water lino 
is 34 feet." This statement is designedly 
erroneous. A forward section of tho boat 
was sent to (.Htawa. Had a "midship 
snction" bet^n sent tlie liepartment Mould 
have discovered that instead o! being 
three feet tlio draft of the boat, when 
Ht»Tit,"M8 four f;et, and when loaded 
six feet. Upon tho erroneous impression 
conveyed bj tho funcard ^ecfion apd tho 
tioslilo report of its agont, tho depart- 
ment acted. One is at Iom to under- 
stand tho unreaHonublo hostility that is 
■hown to tho navigation of tho gulf by 
our contemporary and the marine and 
fisheries' agent. In other couiitrios it is 
the haliit of tho prns,-< to laud the ailvan- 
tages which nature has placed within the 
reach of tho inhabilanla. There have 
been seven steamers wrecked and five 
hundred lives hist un Luke Huron in four 
years, but no Canada newspaper lias com- 
mitted the iudiscretiop of suggesting that 
stcanib'onts shduld not be iiUowed to nav- 
igate those waters. Ic it* twenty-n\'.: 
years, nearly, siuco stern-wheelcis ^lu 
lo navigate tlie Gulf of OeiTgia. \-. .• le- 
wcraber well tho rotten old steam .-icoivs 
that used to cross, in all weathers, the 
waters jvhich the Utaiidard and the agent 
of the marino and fisheries now declare 
to' Ke^ "dangerous navigation," and n') 
mishap ever befell any of them. In a ([Uur- 
tor of a century there has nut licon a 
life lost or a vessel wrecked or disabled 
between Victoria and Vrasermonth from 
any cause tln>t could bo traced to tho 
action of tho winds and -Aavcs. ihiu 
steamer was burned, and tno were blown 
up; but will the Sf(indard—thu per- 
sistent enemy of the through 
service — venture to assert that the 
loss of tlioso vessels was attributable 
to the " dangerous navigation /" .Vs was 
shown yesterday, tho navigation has been 
villitied by parties interested iti a rival 
boat for tho pur[)ose of driving the It. 1'. 
Rithet oU' the route, so that they might 
enjoy a mouupuly of the tratlic. It was 
tho duty of tho agent of tho marine and 
fisheries to point nut facta — not to impart 
« false coloring. To liare seen that a for 
■ward section was iii>t sent to Ottawa la- 
belled " midrihip. " To have known tliat 
ALL the .sigiier.s of the libellous proler.t 
which has evoked so mucli adverse criti- 
cism were deeply interested in lhoWesteri» 
Slope. It is time that the policy of de- 
crying the country which uur morning 
contoraporiiry has adopted were frowned 
down; and tliat pcr-vona who are concern- 
ud in the prosperity of the province in 
general, and this seaport in particular, 
bestirred themselves to remove tho ])ro- 
judicial impressions that have been in- 
stilled into the wind of the government 
at Ottawa concerning tho navigation of 
our inland waters. In this emergency 
tho country looks to the board of trade to 
undo the mischief that has been wrought. 
We feel certain it will not look to that 
quarter in vain. 

CHURCH ANV STATE. 

The organ protests against the Oliver 
Wolcott being regarded as bearinr; nther 
than a message of peaco to Metlakahtla : 
and in tho next breath declares tlie Wol 
cott to bo "an armed vessel." If tlie oh 
jecl of the mission be really a peaceful 
one, why did Mr. Beaven invoke the aid 
of "an armed vosael" to carry tlie me.s- 
sage/ Men do nut generally make peace 
with an olive branch in ono hand and u 
dagger in tho other. The Colonist does 
not underrate the fraternal and gallant 
conduct of Capt, Stodder in tenderiiit; 
his ship, nor tlie friendly spirit winch 
prompted the gi:iverinnent of the I'liited 
States to endorse tho action of 0;ipt. 
iStodder; but what we maintain is that 
tho govorimient should have declined 
the offer with thanks. The diflieuliy at 
Metlakahtla i.s one that should be com- 
posed by tho courts; not maile wor^ie by 
the dispatch of an "armed vessel" to the 
scene. Further, the oi.ly government 
that has aright to interfere is llio 'min- 
ion government which ha.s full ii.ut!iority 
to deal with the Indian tribes. Tho 
■ Terras of Union are very explicit on this 
point. Mr. Beaven 's zeal on behalf of 
the church is tbcroloro entirely misplaced, 
although it is pussiblc, in the light of 
what has gone before in connection with 
other matters, that he was ignorant of tlie 
' fact. It is submitted, first, that tho 
> trouble at Metlakahtla bus been greatly 
" magnified for political purposes; and, 
second, sHppcisiug "an armed vessel" to 
be necessary, that tho fussy little premier 
had no riglit to intci fere in tho ipuirrel 
in tho interest :'f .i iciigioua body. For 
having done that li-i will be rapped over 
the knuckles by the house and cenmrcd 
from Ottawa. Church and .State have 
been divorced ill liriiish Columbia hiueo 
1801, when tho house refused to vote the 
salary of a coIoni:il chaplain; and the 
hou^o will bo advidiid to audit no hills 
that may be incurred by tho ctpedition to 
Metlakahtla. " _

OF ELEVEN DISINTERESTED MEN 

WHICH CAUSED THE RESTRICTIVE OR- 
DER FROM OTTAWA.

Sin: — As it i.s generally understood 

ili,;t the new hterii wlinul steamer the 
i\. P. Uilliet of tilt- Pioneer liini is to 
lie placed on llie route botweeii Victo- 
ria and Yale as a tlirouoh Ivoat to car- 
ry pas.sengers and freij^lit, "Wo the 
undersigned beg to enter our j)rotebt 
against the said steamer being nllowed 
to run as a through boat tor tho fol- 
lowing reasons: 

That she IS a ve.st,el of one huiK]rc<l 
and .SLn'oiuy-four feet bull and about 
2UU feet over !ili, iiicluiling lier wheel, 
with 29 feet of dead tiut and her depth 
of bold is entirely insufficieut for a 
ve.s.st>l of her iliinen.siuii.s. 
j Tiiai her floor and sido timbers arc 
' only .sided U].i about -l inches and 20 
I inches from eeutrn to centre except un- 
I der the lire-box of tho Itoilor, where 
I some extra timbers have been put in 
dead flat on the floor, not running up 
I the sides, and give one the impression 
: they must have been put In more to 
I protect the steamer Hgiiinst nibbing on 
! the river bottom tlinu to strengthen 
, her in 11 seaway. 

That some of lier side tiuibers are 
; irregular, .some being 4 inches over, 
and hor .side and iluor timbers are fas- 
. tencil only with 2i inch screw bolt.s 
; so that the boat isiilino.st in two piece.-; 
' :.;!d sevoriil of tho tiiubors are merely 
' rut out uf Straight planking. 
; That the ciuiU|) and shear streaks 

■ are insutBciently fastened, being too 
j iiglit altogether. 

I That the deck beams are only ^1 by 
I -1, with tilt" e.xception of -1 which are 
' 1/irger, but all are very poorly fa.stened 
• to the. clamp and shear stroaksj. 

That she i,i only provided with hog 
, cliain.s nnd posts,like any ordinary river 
\ steamer, but according lo her size and 
' dimensions .she is not really aa heavily 
: timbered as the oi'dinarv, and iunuable 
1 to cope with a heavy sea. 

That her draft of water is only 
about from 21 lo 30 iiiche.s, Rud lu^r 
rudder can have very litilo bold on 
the water in nnv small seaway. 

■ That her propelling power is far too 
liniiied for the iriido .she is engaged in, 
eon.si.sliiig a.s it dof:i of only two "JO 
inch cy liiulei'.s with u live feet 
.stroke. 

■ That she is not ceiled inside and her 
j fastenings are altogether out of pro|>or- 
! tion and too sniall. 

; That the fore and aft bulkhnad.s ar<- 
^ about 1} inehes thick, made of 
' tongued and grooved lioardiiig, whiidi, 
! wIkhi dried and slirunk by tlii> heat of 
! the Ijoih.-r, will be of no u.se what(3Vt-r, 

■ and e,-in neither be caulked or wi-dged, 
j as they are only put together with 
I sniall naihs. 

I That iier lower house is 9 feet liigli, 
I and extends the whole leugtli of tho 
j boat, with tlie rxceptitjn of about lliir- 
ly feet for a forecastle ; the main sa- 
loim on tho top of tho above mentionod 
house is seven feet high, extending the 
rfhole length of the upper deck, except 
about 10 feet aft, an<l along the whole 
length of the top main saloon there is a 
skylight about three feet high and above 
all is tho pilot-house, making over thirty 
feet out of the water, and to sustain all 
I this fr.'ime and enorinoiia huuseworlc only 
I .-ibout two feet six inches of the said 
j .steamer are under water. Her lower 
I house is tho same width as her hull, viz:

Tiiat the steam pipes and connections 
are all fasteued to boiler deck beams, and 
the least working of the hull or bouau- 
work would br^ak some pipes or connec- 
tions and the steamer iviuild bocomo un 
manageable and entirely at tho mercy of 
I tho wind and wave.'i; altogether lu;r hull 
I is too fragile to withstand tho weather 
I to be fretpjently encountered in crossing 
I the (iulf of (ieorgia. 

I That owing to her enrirniiniH house- 
j work it i.s imiioas'' 'e to W(jrk sails to ad- 
vantage; 111 fact p believe thore is no 
' provision made for masts or sails, and 
j therefore in the event of nieetiiig with an 
' acci.letit on the open gulf or rough woath- 
i er the lives of any passengers on board 
' M'ould be seriously endangered. 
I If .steamers of this class are allowed to 
j rnn acro.s.s the gulf, steamers of a more 
substantial class such as tho Western 
iSlope will not bo built j for as you well 
know, it is a great object iti building the 
river steamers to have I hem as slilfht and 
light as poHsibl.', so as to increase their 
freight carrying o.ipacity. 

We woubl .smigost thai no steamer of 
the aforementioned dimensions should re- 
ceive a certificate to engage in tho through 
trade unless well and substantially built, 
as for instance: she should have a frame 
of not less than 12 .x inches, not more 
than 10 inches from contrc to centre, nor 
less than 8 or lU inches dead raise, with 
ii good round bilge, and a good long 
on e.acli timber to give a good lap on floor 
and side timbers, and strongly bolted to- 
gether with I or J inch iron well clinched, 
.slio should not have less than 1 4 or 16 
feet depth of bold, unless she lias circu- 
lar arches and should bo strongly ceiled 
inside, at least down to the bilge. 

She should also be supplied with good 
and strong masts and at least with a fore- 
sail, mainsail and jib. 

Wo have no doubt that great pressure 
will be brought to bear upon you to in- 
duce you to grant a certificate to enable 
the steamer to riiu upon tho through 
route, especially from a large number of 
the jiublic will) are not aware of the dan- 
gers incurred by a boat of this cla«s run- 
ning tho gulf. 

We bring these mattors now oflicially 
to your notice and feel sure that you will 
not allow any private iuterosts to influ-

That hor floor and side tiinber.s arc only 
sideil up about 4 inches and '20 inche.-t 
from centre to centre except iindor the 
tire-boi of the boiler, where some ektra 
ti tubers have been put in dead flat on the 
floor, not running up the sides, and givu 
one the impression they must have boon 
put in moru to protect the steamer against 
rubbing on the river bottom than to 
strengthen her in a seawuy. 

Thatsunic of her side timbers are irregu- 
lar, some being 4 inches over, and hor 
side and lluor timboia are fa.stened only 
with -i inch screw bolts so that the boat 
is almost in two pieces and several of tho 
timbers nre merely cut out uf straight 
planking.

The Oor'wiii and tho Indians. 

Tlio account of the shelling of an In- 
dian village in Alaska un the Hootchinoo 
by the Corwin and the .-Vdams, two vaa- 
aels of the U. S. Navy, has recently re- 
ceived a now version from a resident 
named J. N. Fletcher, which is given in 
the San Francisco Chrunide. It will be 
roinombored that the Indian village and 
property were destroyed, and a line of 
four hundred blanketii exacted from tlie 
Indians, to their great distress, by tho 
valiant commanders above mentioned. 
One of them, Capt. Healey, afterwards 
saw he had been made a tool of, and in 
some sort attempted to make restitution. 
Tho pretext of the piinishinent wa.s a de- 
mand made by tlie Indiana from some 
members of tho Northwest Trading Co. 
for two hundred blankets as coinpen.sa- 
tion fur an Indian who had been acci- 
dentally shot. It is now rumored that 
the naval authorities at Washington have 
taken the matter up, tho truo inwardness 
of which is as follows: 

There was nut the slightest danger to 
be apprehended from the IndiaiiH, but the 
Northireat Trading Company wanted a 
prote.tt to dispossess them. The Hootch- 
inoo lagoon, on tho shore of which tliia 
village stood, is tlie only place in all 
Alaska where such a variety of tisli can : 
i.'C caught in such profusion. Tho water.s ' 
Bwarm with .^alnxin, cod, herring and hal- 
ibut, and the Northwest Trading Com- 
pany took twelve thousand barrels of her- 
ring out of there last season. They liavo 
an extoi'sivo oil factory there for the try- 
ing out of oil from herring. Next sc.iaoii 
they proposa to engage in the canning of 
salmon and curing of codfish. It there- 
jfore becomes apparent that tlioy would 
.wish. to rid themselves of tho two thou- 
sand Indiana who take all their fiah out 
of there. Besides there ia arable land, 
etc. Ii. is a well-known fact that w hen an 
Indisli village is buriiod or destroyed, the 
natives will never build up in tho same 
place again. Calculating on this and on 
other great benefits to bo derived from 
tho exclusive possession of this place. 
Agent Vanderbilt seized the opportunity 
presented by tho accident to rid himself 
of their obnoxious company. 

The meddling of the government in 
the ecclesiastical " war " at Sletlakahtla, 
is likely to cost tho province dean Tho 
pilot who accompanies tho Wolcott re- 
ceives g600 for his services.

One of tho first b^idica recngni/.etl was 
that of Mrs. John Gilbert, wife of Mr.

It lay upon the cold marble charred and 
brnijod ahno.'it beyond recognition. The 
8t(jry of liairbroath eaoapes from a terri- 
ble death is related by Lizzie Aiigland, 
ono of the dining room girls.

From Miss Aug- j 
land the fate of Mollie Connors was j 
learned. .She says when she started 
through fiames she turned to sue if Mollio 
was coming and saw her fall on the stair- 
way. Another escape to bo recorded is 
that uf a man whose name could not be 
learned. He was soon swinging himaolf 
from the fifth floor of tho building until 
his foet toudied on the window bolow. 
Kicking in the window ho dropped on tho 
sash. This he rop^ati"! until ho reached 
tho balcony from wliiiih ho was rescued.

i!'ado here that'^Mr. ' HiU had 're- 

sigiii d his directorship in tho Canadian 
Pacific syiidicato has caused consideir-.b't, 
cumment hero. It seems that Mr. IliU 
and hia company, tho .St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lis &. Manitoba, who had become largo 
purchasers of the stock of the Oregon 
and Transcontinental Company, were par- 
tially corralled from going on by tho Oa- 
nadian Pacific, and thu Canadian 
gov orniuont refusing to accept maps or 
rniito uf thu Manitoba Southwestern, un- 
der one [)rotonse or another. When tho 
Canadian Paoilic syndicate had succeeded 
iu disgusting and embarrassing tlui Amer- 
caii capitalists who had purchased stock 
in the Manitoba Southwestern, the Cana- 
dian Pacific syndicate utTered to purcliaso 
the Mauitob:i Southwestern stock on a 
basis of what seems had been ctpcmled 
by the lattor, a! .out .^000,000. Tho trans- 
fer of the Manitoba South woaterii to 
Hill & Co. was a part of the goiioral 
agreement between tho Nortliorii Pacific 
and the St. Paul and Manitoba for a mu- 
tual retiring from each other's territory, 
nill's cimipany was to have tho right to 
all lines constructed Ijy thu Northern Pa- 
cific, as wuU aa tkuir own, running north 
and south, and the Northurn Pacific of 
all east and wc.-it; in uthor words, there 
was an interchange of uouipetiiig lines. 
The result was to csttvblish a complete 
monopoly of Dakota and Minnesota ter- 
ritory between tho two syndicates. The 
next important move, after tho agre3inent 
was finally arranged and the money paid 
to Villiird, was this, tho Canadian Pacific 
syndicate had put a largo part of tho 
Manitoba stock it held on thu luarkut iu 
Now Y'ork and Moatreitl to raise muney 
in order tu meet

In tho Northweat. Not getting money in 
England, tho ayndiciito fed tlio market by 
degrees to a largo amount, which wa.i 
picked up by Yillard and fricnda. To 
Hill's astoniahiiumt, he discovered that 
Villard and friends controlled thoatock of 
tho St. Paul and Manitoba road, and that 
ho was called; that instead of Pitching a 
Tartar, a Tartar ctiught him, and that it 
was to his interest, in fact, ho was coiii- 
pollod to go in with the Northern Pacific 
and out loose from the Canadian Pacific 
ayiidicato.
